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PROCEEDINGS TOMBIGBEE ASSOCIATION 


The twenty-ninth annual session of the Tombigbee 
Baptist Association met with Golden Church Saturday, 
October 19, 1912. 

The audience came.together by singing and prayer 
led by Eld. M. L. Lennon, after which the third chapter 
of Galatians was read and the introductory sermon was 
delivered from Gal. 3:17, on the theme, “One and Only 
One Plan of Salvation Ever Given.”” Prayer led by 
Eld. A. T. Whitten and adjournment taken for refresh- 
ments. 

At 1:30 the messengers came together by singing; 
the devotional exercise was conducted by Eld. M. L. 
Lennon. The Moderator being absent, and by move 
and second, Bro. W. O. Stockton was elected Moderator 
pro tem., who came to the chair. The house was called 
to order and declared ready for business.

The resolution prepared is as follows: 

To the Representatives in Congress from Mississippi: 

The Tombigbee Baptist Association in its annual 
session at Golden, Miss., Oct. 22, 1912, passed the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

“Whereas, realizing that intoxicating liquor is the 
matchless evil, and we are powerless to stop the exces- 
sive use of it as a beverage so long as the laws of the 
United States allow it to be shipped into our State. 
Therefore, be it resolved, that we, through our repre 
sentative, Hon. E. S. Candler, ask and urge all the rep- 
resentatives in Congress from Mississippi to do all in 
their power for the passage of the bill now pending be- 
fore that body prohibiting the shipping of intoxicating 
liquors into prohibition territory.” 


Report on Church Discipline,

for our regulation if strictly carried out. We further 
insist that our churches carry these instructions out.
